Mrs. Hammacher forced the mar- 
riage in order to obtain control of 
Steinmeyer’s $75,000 estate, according 
to charges made in the petition by 
Mrs. Jennie De Grazia and Mrs. Anna 
Miller, the daughters who seek his 
custody. 

Has Wife Living. 

Steinmeyer has a wife now living 
who is also 70 years old, the petition 
asserts. But Mrs. Hammacher allows ¢ 
na one to see Steinmeyer, it is 
charged. 

Both Steinmeyer’s legs have been 
amputated above the knees. Last. Oct. 
20 he became paralyzed. He was con- 
fined to bed, unable to speak or move. 
He was completely dependent upon the 
ministrations of Mrs. Hammacher. 

It was while their father was in this 
condition that the housekeeper sent 
for a clergyman, the daughters charge. 
The. marriage ceremony was per-

The significance of the outbreak of 
the rebellion around Homs and Hama 
is that it breaks up the French plans 
for the suppression of the Druses, dis- 
perses the French concentrations, and 
again gives the rebels the upper hand.

590,000, as against a recorded indebt- 
edness of $46,508,000 carried by the 
treasury books. 

Roumania was accorded lenient pay- 
ments over the earlier years of the 
agreement, which extends for sixty- 
two years. While the interest rate is 
fixed at three per cent for the first ten 
years and three and one-half per cent 
thereafter—as in the settlement with 
Great Britain—the payments start 


with $200,000 next June 15.
